TROUBLE ON CAMPUS 


Father Malone's tactics questioned 
~ | professors’ dismissal 


This past summer has been a rather hectic one for Father 
Malone and his associates. The trouble started when the 
contracts of two professors, - Dr. Santhanam of zhe Physics 
Department, and Dr. Shah of the Economics Department 
- were not renewed. No reasons were given for their dis- 
missal. 


The issue was brought to light 
when the two professors appeal- 
ed the decision to the Senate. 
The senate is composed of mem- 
bers of the administration, the 
faculty, and the student body, 
and is the body responsible for 
all problems related to the aca- 
demic life at Loyola. 

After hearing the 
professors Shah and Santhanam, 
the Senate advised Father Malo- 
ne that their contracts should 
be renewed. Yet the decision 
of the Senate, of which Father 
Malone is chairman, was re- 


versed by the Board of Trus- 
tees, of which Father Malone 


is also Chairman. At this point 
the L.M.S.A. stepped in and de- 
manded clarification as to why 
the two. Professors were not 
re-instated. The two professors, 
meanwhile, had appealed their 
cases to the Canadian Associa- 
tion of University Teachers. Sub- 
sequently, communication bet- 
ween the L.M.S.A., the faculty, 
and Father Malone broke down. 

On July 18 a meeting was 
called by the L.M.S.A. to see 
what, if any, action could be 
taken. It was resolved that a 
letter should be sent to Father 
Malone, in order to straighten 
out the issue. Nothing developed, 
and a second meeting was held

on July 25. At this point most 
parties involved were rather fed 
up with, and frustrated by the 
whole issue. A sit-in was then 
held by members of the faculty 
and student body, which lasted 
until the following morning. 


A tri-party committee was set 
up and negotiations once again 
broke down. At this point the 
cases of the two Professors are 
still before the C.A.U.T. 


One must question the tactics 
of Father Malone. Does the 
Board of Trustees - over which 


Father Malone seems to have 
a great influenee have the 


right to reverse a decision made 
by the Senate? After all, is it 
not the Senate that should have 
the final say over all problems 
concerning the academic life at 
Loyola? And why should Father 
Malone, who is President of the 
College, Chairman of the Board 
of Trustees and Chairman of 
the Senate, be in a position whe- 
reby if he does not get his way 
through one of these positions, 
can simply turn around and use 
his influence through another 
channel? These are questions that 


must be answered if harmony 
is to be reached between the 


student, faculty and administra- 
tive bodies at Loyola College.

The appointment of three new department chairmen in 
the Faculty of Arts has been announced by Loyola of Mont- 
real President Patrick G. Malone, S.J. 


Dr. Gaston Laurion becomes 
chairman of the Department of 
French Studies. He received his 
Licence es Lettres from the 
University of Montreal and con- 
tinued his studies at the Uni- 
versity of Paris where he re- 
ceived a Doctorate in French 
Literature in 1963. Dr. Laurion 
came to Loyola in 1968 as an 
Associate Professor from Mc- 
Master University, Hamilton, 
Ontario. 


Dr. J. J. Lavery, who has 
been an Associate Professor at 
Loyola since 1966. He studied 
at the University of Montreal 
and received a Ph.D. in expe- 
rimental psychology in 1961. Dr. 
Lavery has conducted extensive 
research in motor skills, learn- 
ing and motivation and arousal 


theory, the results of which have 
been published in Canadian and 
international journals. 


Dr. Carlo Fonda comes to 
Loyola as the new chairman of 
the Department of Modern Lan- 
guages from Algoma College. 
Dr. Fonda was Chairman of the 
Languages Department at Lake- 
head University for eleven years 
before going to Algoma to es- 
tablish their new languages de- 
partment. 

He studied in his native Italy. 
at the Universities of Naples 


‘and Venice and continued his 


studies at the University of Pa- 
ris. He holds doctoral degrees 
from both Paris and Venice. 


These. three appointees as- 
sumed their new responsibilities 
August 1, 1969. 


Loyola Announcement 


O'BRIEN APPOINTED ACTING 
VICE-PRESIDENT-ACADEMIC 


Loyola of Montreal Pre- 
sident, Patrick G. Malone, 
S.J., announced  recent- 
ly that the resignation of 
Rev. C.B. O’Keefe, S.J. as 
Academic Vice-President, 
has been accepted by the 
Board of Trustees, effecti- 
ve immediately. 

Fr. O’Keefe, in submit- 
ting his resignation, ex- 
pressed a desire to return 
to teaching, and, after a 
leave of absence, will re- 
sume teaching and research 
at Loyola. 

On August 7 Fr. Malone 
announced the appointment 
of Rev. J.E. O’Brien to the 
position of Acting Vice- 
President-Academic for the 
coming year. 

A 1945 graduate of Loyola, 
Fr. O’Brien completed his 


Ph.D. in Communications and 


Social Sciences at the Uni- 
versity of Southern Califor- 
nia in 1964 and immedia- 
tely returned to Loyola. He 
established the Communi- 
cations Arts Department in 
1965 and has been its chair- 
man since that time. At the 
request of faculty, staff and 
students in his department, 
he will now combine his 





responsibilities as _ chair- 
man of Communications 
Arts with those he assumes 
as Acting Vice-President, 
Academic.

New diploma 
programs 


available 


The time to achieve higher 
education while working full 
time can now be considerably 
shortened for students inte- 
rested in Business Adminis- 
tration or Accountancy as a 
result of the new diploma 
programs being initiated at 
Loyola in September. 

The 11 courses required 
in either discipline are the 
same as those offered to stu- 
dents in the regular Bachelor 
of Commerce degree prog- 
ram. The faculty will also 
be the same. 

Transferability is built in- 
to the diploma programs, 
making it possible for stu- 
dents to be credited for any 
courses they have previously 
completed at Loyola. Credits 
from other institutions may 
also be transferred with the 
understanding that a minimur 
of five courses will be taken 
at Loyola. 

Students who are granted 
a diploma and choose to con- 
tinue their education will be 
granted full credit for all 
their diploma courses toward 
a Bachelor of Commerce de- 
gree.

Preamble 
The Association shall exist 


1. To encourage members to participate fully in the 
life and ideals of the college. 


2. To further and protect members’ academic interests. 


ARTICLE I-NAME 


This organization shall’ be known as the 
Evening Students’ Association” (L.E.S.A.).

ARTICLE IIl-MEMBERSHIP 


Every student registered in the Evening Division of 
Loyola and paying Loyola Evening Students’ Association 
fees. 


ARTICLE II-ADMINISTRATION 


Section 1 - Executive Council 

The Executive Council shall consist of: a President, 
Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, Chairman of the 
Class Representatives, Chairman of the Communica- 
tions Committee, Chairman of Social and Entertainment 
Committee and four other members elected from and 
by the Class Representatives. 


Section 2 - Class Representatives (Membership) 

1 representative per class section 

1 representative per recognized 
interest group. 


Section 3 - Purpose of the Executive Council. 

a. To serve as a representative body in matters relat- 
ing to the extra curricular and co-curricular pro- 
grams, and in all matters relative to the evening 
student. 

b. To promote and organize extra-curricular and co- 
curricular activities in which all evening students 
may participate for the benefit of the Evening Student 
Body.

. ARTICLE IV-ELECTIONS 


Section l-a All executive members shall have attend- 
ed Loyola Evening Division for one academic year and 
must be currently enrolled in the Evening Division shal 
not be eligible. 

b. To be eligible for election as a class representative, 
the student must be a ‘bona fide’ evening student at 
Loyola. 

Section 2 - Election for Class Representatives must 
take place during the first 30 days of classes. 

Section 3 - The election of the Executive Council by and 
from the newly elected Class Representatives must be 
held within 2 weeks after the Class Representatives 
have been elected. 

Section 4 - The Executive Council shall have the power 
of filling vacancies in its body from the Class Repre- 
sentatives. 


ARTICLE V-TENURE OF OFFICE 
OF THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 


Section 1 - The tenure of office shall be to the next 
election.

Section 2 - Members may offer themselves for re- 
election annually. 


Section 3 - No member may be elected to the same 
office for more than three terms. 


Section 4 - An office shall be declared vacant if its 
incumbent is absent for more than 2 consecutive meet- 
ings without a valid reason. 


ARTICLE VI-MEETINGS 


Section 1 - Regular Meetings of the Executive Council 
shall be held at least once a month. 

Section 2 - Any Council member may call an extra- 
ordinary council meeting in which case the quorum 
shall not be less than two-thirds (2/3) of the current 
council membership. 


Section 3 - Any 5 Students may call an Extraordinary 
Council Meeting, upon 10 days written notice to the 
president or secretary of the council. 


Section 4 - The executive Council shall call at least 
2 regular Class Representative meetings per year. 


ARTICLE VI-AMENDMENTS 


The executive Council may amend the terms of these 
present, and in this case the quorum shall be full 
council, provided that such amendment shall be ap- 
proved subsequently by a simple majority at a general 
meeting of the Class Representatives. 


ARTICLE VII-RATIFICATION 


This Constitution comes into effect upon approval 
of a simple majority of L.E.S.A. members voting on 
this issue. 


ARTICLE IX-CONDUCT OF MEETING 


Roberts Rules of Order, shall be the authority for 
the conduct of all meetings and procedures. 


ARTICLE X-CONSTITUTION VS BY-LAWS 


Section 1 - The constitution shall over-ride any by-law 
that conflict with the constitution. 


Section 2 - a The Council shall make such by-laws 
as are deemed necessary. 

b The by-law is adopted if it is approved by a two- 
thirds majority of the members of the council present 
and eligible to vote at the meeting. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE I-FEES 

Section 1 - A student registered for the winter session 
shall pay a three dollar activity fee. © 

Section 2 - A Student registered for the summer session 
shall pay a one dollar activity fee which will be turned 
over to the Scholarship Committee. 


ARTICLE II-HONORARIUMS 

Section 1 - The President shall receive payment of his 
courses to a maximum of two hundred dollars per 
council year.

Section 2 - Each other Council Member shall receive 
payment of his courses to a maximum of one hundred 
dollars per council year. 


Section 3 - Expenses incurred by the Council such as 
gas, taxis, when required, special fees and entertain- 
ment, shall be paid up to a maximum of sdii per 
council year. 


Section 4 a. These payments are not retroactive and 
shall be paid to council members on April 30th of the 
current academic year provided he or she has served 
on the Council for a period of not less than six (6) 
months. 

b. If, as of April 30th, he or she has not served for a 
six-month period, payment of honorariums shall be due 
upon completion of the six-month period. 

c. Should the next election be due before the six-month 
period is attained, he or she shall receive a sum equal 
to the following formula: (no, of months served x 
1/12 of the appropriate scheduled fee for his appoint- 
ment). 


ARTICLE III-FINANCIAL LIABILITY 


Section 1 - The liability of the council and its members 
shall be limited to the amount standing to the credit of 
the council as shown by its books of account. 


Section 2 - Cheques may be drawn on the signatures 
of the President or Vice-President and the Treasurer. 


ARTICLE IV-ADDITIONAL COMMITTEES 


Section 1 - An additional committée shall consist of 
Class Representatives who in turn will appoint their own 
Committee Chairman. Each committee shall carry 
its designated duties and be Ni co pn to the Student 
Council. 


Section 2 - Cheques may be secs on the signatures of 
the President or Vice-President and the Treasurer. 


ARTICLE IV-ADDITIONAL COMMITTEES 


Section 1 - An additional committee shall consist of 
Class Representatives who in turn will appoint their 
own Committee Chairman. Each committee shall carry 
its designated duties and be responsible to the Student 
Council. 


Section 2 - All committee disbursements shall be made 
through the Treasurer of the Council. 


Section 3 - The Council and each committee chairman 
shall review the performance of the respective com- 
mittee at least once every 3 months. 


Section 4 - The Council shall be empowered to form 
and disband committees as its deems necessary. 


ARTICLE V-SCHOLARSHIPS 


Each winter session the Council will turn over three 
hundred dollars to the Scholarship Fund. 


ARTICLE VI-QUORUMS 


A quorum for a regular council meeting shall be two- 
thirds (2/3) of its current membership.
